devices. 

BOSTON SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—The 18th 
annual dinner of the society was held at Boston, March 
6. The first teast at these dinners is usually to the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, and at the two pre 
ceding the president of the American Society has been 
present to respond. This year Col. H. G. Prout answered to 
the toast. Col. Prout said that the American Society owed a 
great deal to the unswerving loyalty of the members of this 
society. It is a pet notion of his that Boston is one ot 
the very important centers of engineering in America, 
perhaps the most important center Among the great 
engineers whom Boston may claim are Chesbrough, 
Davis, Fteley, Worthen; and now she has sent a deputy 
chief engineer for the New York rapid transif eubway 
Lieut. Kaemmerling emphasized the fact that but for 
years of training and without the ‘‘new navy" we could 
not have won as we did at Manila. The Boston, which 
took an important part in that battle, was one of the 
first ships of the new navy. Individuality counted for 
little, except in the leader. The famous breakfast con 
sisted of hardtack and salt fish, and few enjoyed it. Mr 
R. A. Boitt said that if Boston is to advance to a first 
place in the commercial world she needs a first-class 
harbor, railroad connections of the best, and that the 
city itself should be a great labor-saving machine if 
of the $30,000,000 which has been spent on our parks, 
$10,000,000 had been devoted to the harbor, we should 
now have a harbor second to none in the world It is 
also necessary to have thorough railroad connections by 
means of one of the great railroad systems. Mr. Appl 
yard said that although money is a great power, the 
capitalist has to go to the engineer to find out how best 
to employ his capital. Commander Eaton said that after 
finding how savage the Yankees were at Manila, before 
they had breakfasted, the Spanish took care not to come 
out at Santiago until after breakfast. He emphasized the 
fact that the navy was, and is always if properly drilled, 
ready to go into action at a moment's notice. The most 
remarkable thing about the naval battle of Santiago was 
the rapidity of fire of our warships. The ‘“‘Indiana’’ fired 
1,800, the ‘‘Texas’’ 1,500, and the “Oregon” 2,500 shots 
in 65 minutes, and the other vessels in proportion. The 
influence of sea power upon history was never more 
marked than on that occasion. Music was furnished be 
‘ween the speeches by members of the Technology glee 
and mandolin clubs.
